Val Vousden 


I was glad to meet my old friend, Val 
Vousden, in O'Connell street the other 
day. It was a long time since our last 
meeting, and he had much to tell me.

Famous Irish ACusicians 


In glancing through the programme 
which the Dublin Philharmonic Society 
is to present at its concert in the Theatre 
Royal on Saturday next I was agreeably 
surprised by the proportion of the items 
allotted to Irish composers.

Count 
McCormack will also include a song by 
Sir Hamilton Harty, “ By the Bivouac’s 
Fitful Flame,’’ and songs by Dr. Vincent 
O’Brien and Dr. John Larchet, as well as 
an old Trish song entitled ‘‘ Farewell, My 
Gentle Harp.” The soloists also are all 
Trish—Mr. Arthur Franks, Mrs. 
Aitken, Miss Annie Fagan, and Corporal 
Harty, of the Army School of Music; and 
the accompanist will be Dr. Vincent 
O’Brien. Truly, a striking list. 


Ghe New Judge 


Two years ago I knew that Senator 
Michael Comyn was worth backing for a 
Judgeship. The new Judge is an extre- 
mely popular man, even with people who 
have always been politically opposed to

thoroughly Gaelic associations as Judge 
Comyn, for is he not descended from the 
Quins of Clare—a third century clan? 
He is a fluent Irish speaker, and I re- 
member how, as defending counsel at the 
trial. of Erskine Childers in 1922, he 
addressed the Master of the Rolls in 
Gaelic, only to be answered that the 
Judge did not speak Irish. Then counsel 
quoted something about the Burren 
Mountains, which introduced a diverting 
note into the tragic proceedings. 


Harbinger of Spring 


The dainty snowdrop, ‘‘ venturous har- 
binger of spring,” as Wordsworth happily 
termed it, now to be seen in all its glory 
and freshness, has gladdened the eyes of 
nature-lovers in many countries, and has 
inspired much beautiful poetry, the best 
of the latter probably being that of James 
Montgomery, who called it “ the Morning 
Star of Flowers.” The flower has many 
names. Linnveus, the botanist, called it 
Galunthus, the snow-flower; the Germans 


know it as February flower, snow-violet, 


and naked-maiden; and in France it is 
termed white bell, bell of snows, or bell 
of winter. The snowdrop has a touch of 
independence. It has a natural time for 
flowering, and repeated efforts by gardeners 
to force it to flower earlier have all failed. 
It is one of the flowers that can manage 
without aid from bees, -being a self- 
fertiliser.’ Tennyson was aware of this, 
and had the attribute in mind when he 
said of the snowdrop that it ‘‘ trembles 
not to kisses of the bee.”

“ Nationality and Religion’’—in fact, most 
of the towics that exercise the mind of a 
man interested in cultural development and 
national pride and prestige—were discussed 
by Mr. Francis Hackett, the well-known 
Irish writer, when seen by an Tra Times 
reporter on his return from America yester- 


day. 

Mr. Hackett has visited more than twenty- 
four States in America a the last four 
months, and has lectured on Ireland in New 
York, Chicago, Texas, Illinois, Ohio, 
Cleveland and many other cities. He 
evidently applied the keen eye of the prac- 
tised observer to American life and person- 
alities, for he spoke in an egy Í interesting 
manner on that subject, and _ indicated 
that he had reached the stage of conviction 
“ America,” he said, “is definitely re- 
covering from the greatest shock it has 
suffered since the Civil War; but it 1s 
recovering on terms which cannot be under- 
ood by the American big businessman, who 
ecognises returning stability only in the 
shape of incredsed profits, With all the 
influence they can command, to make another 


rubber-stamp President, they are fighting 


way, despite the experience of 1929-50 : but 
I think his re-election is almost certain. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


About a fortnight ago, Mr. Hackett had 
a private talk for half-an-hour with President 
Roosevelt, and he came away with the con- 
viction that the President was the one man 
of action he had ever met with who seemed 
fully open to ideas. Apart from the fact 
that President Roosevelt seemed to be tired, 
he did not show much sign of the severe 
strain “imposed upon him by an arduous 
administration, and Mr. Hackett was 
astonished to find that a man so physically 
handicapped as he is shows not the slightest 
trace of disability. 
“His cousin, Theodore Roosevelt,”’ said 
Mr. Hackett, ‘‘ was a pungent human being. 
I was one of a party of journalists who went 
out with him to Wyoming and Colorado 
twenty-five years ago, and we got the full 
blast of his personality. I remember A.E. 
speaking later on of his 
‘swelled head.’ Franklin Roosevelt, however, 
has a sober and reflective temperament by 
comparison. The main impression | received 
was of his remarkable poise, and his firm 
grasp on a cruelly difficult situation. He is 
trying to save American democracy. in the 
terms of the existing circumstances. 


THE IRISH. IN AMERICA 


Mr. Hackett uttered a warning in relation 
to Irish-American association. Since the 
barrier was placed on emigration, the Irish 
blood-stream in America, lacking the refresh- 
ment it formerly enjoyed, was becoming thin, 
and one of the main problems was how to 
keep in touch, especially on intellectual and 
esthetic terms. Americans themselves were 
extremely interested in Ireland and Irish 
affairs, but they were trying to interpret Irish 
affairs in terms of their own emancipation, 
and he felt that it woula be desirable for 
the two Universities here to establish a con- 
nection with enlightened Americans in the 
Universities on the other side of the Atlan- 
tic; for there was the keenest interest over 
there in the cultural evolution of Ireland. 

Mr. Hackett mentioned that he had spoken 
in Chicago on the Abbey Theatre and the 
evolution of drama, and he added that he 
had no doubt that it was on the cultural 
side that relationship with America must be 
developed. Already the Irish there were 
finding themselves in a Church that was 
losing the essentially Irish note, and the 
atmosphere of the Anglo-Saxon had enveloped 
them so much that there: was a tendency 
towards the conscious abandonment of 
heritage and ancestry. 


A NEW NOVEL 


In the course of further conversation I 
learned that ‘‘Green Lion ” is the title of a

Mr, Hackett intends to visit 
Lanney and work out each step of the ps 
gree. De Lannoy, the President's forbear, 
was of European stock. 


IMPENDING LAW SUIT 


It is interesting to know that Mr. Hackett 
soon will be ene of the central figures in a 
big lawsnit in the American Courts for a de- 
cision as to whether the author’s rights were 
infringed in the film production, “ Henry 
VIII.” In this connection Mr. Hackett said 
that: the tdea of writing “Henry” was 
suggested to him by a publisher, and he 
wrote it beside the silver strand at Dun- 
cannon, County Wexford. “I thought it 
would take no time, but it occupied five 
years—1924-29; for none of Henry’s wives was 
a wife in the personal sense, but each was a 
political crisis.”’ 

Miss Fanny Holtzman, who, it will be re- 
membered, fought successfully the action 
against Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer concerning the 
film, ‘*‘ Rasputin,’ on behalf of Princess 
Yousophoff, is handling Mr. Hackett’s case. 
The film involved in the present instance 
made a reputation for Charles Laughton in 
the róle of “ Henry,” and it is estimated 
that it was seen by forty million people. The 
biography by Mr. Hackett ha. been pub- 
lished in nine or ten languages. .

He said that the Govern- 
ment’s policy of mtensive industrialisation 
during the past two years had made it very 
difficult for business men to carry on, but 
with good-will and confidence they had 
succeeded in dealing with those difhculties. 

Referring to the woollen industry, he said 
that it had withstood the attempt of the 
‘British Government to destroy it, and it had 
made progress despite many difficulties. 
While he congratulated the woollen manu. 
facturers, it was with regret that he said 
they were not fulfilling the promises that 
had been expected of them. The’ woollen 
making more 
money, but in certain grades of goods they 
were not satisfying the general public; neither 
were they satisfying the traders. That was 
a pity—particularly when they had such op- 
portunities provided by the protection given 
to thern by a friendly Government to gain 
an immortal place in the country. 

In the change-over from a free trading 
system to a system of quotas and licences 
and tariffs the drapers had tried to help the 
new economic conditions to take rvot and be- 
come a reality. 


MINISTER ON TRADE 
DIFFICULTIES 


(Minister for Industry 
congratulated the 


Mr. Lemass and 
Commerce), responding, 
Charnber on its rapid growth in its two 
vears of existence, and paid a tribute to 
Mr. O’Leary’s work in negotiations with the 
Department. He said that in the Depart- 
meut there was a very clear realisation of 
the importance of the drapery trade. The 
Government’s concern was not merely to 
promote the development of industry in the 
country, but also to ensure that commerce 
should flourish, and that any difficulties 
which prevented commercial development 
should be removed. 

It is evident, he said, that the change in 
the economic policy of the country has had 
reactions on the circumstances in which the 
drapery trade is conducted. Not merely are 
these ¢hanges unwelcome to the trade, but 
they create difficulties which vet are not 
solved. I can only say that it is the desire 
of: the Government to speed up the solution 
of these difficulties. 

Owing to the changed system, he continued, 
this country was not able to call upon the 
resources of the great industrial countries, 
and they were unable to get the varieties, 
and, in many cases, the qualities of various 
classes of goods to which they previously 
had been accustomed. That circumstance, 
no doubt, had increased the difficulties of the 
trade. He did not know to what extent pre- 
vailing conditions had affected the trade, but 
the published reports of public companies 
showed that they were doing well. 

He hoped that the Chamber would not in 
any way lessen their criticism of the manu- 
facturers. It would do their manufacturers 


good. 
A MISTAKEN IDEA 


There was, perhaps, a mistaken idea 
abroad that when a tariff was imposed upon 
any class of goods those who were engaged 


in its manufacture were at liberty to charge 


an increased price up to the limit of the 
tariff. That was entirely incorrect. In 
the case ot any class of goods in which they 
anticipated that the number of producers 
would not be sufficient to secure effective in- 
ternal competition, the imposiion of the 
tariff followed upon the giving of guaran- 
tees by the intending producer in respect of 
prices. | 

Those guarantees had been enforced effec- 
tively in some cases; they had not yet had 


‘to adopt in any case the expedient of remov- 


ing the tariff, or reducing the measure of 
protection afforded. | If, however, it should 
appear from representations from the 
organisation, or from other interests, that 
prices In excess of those contracted for 
were being charged, then that course would 
be resorted to. ‘the drapery and other 
traders had a duty in the matter of prices 
lit was important that a rise in prices should 
not be attributed in error to manufacturers 
Traders should ensure that a temporary 
scarcity of supplies, cue uo the fact that 
production had not yet reached the maxi- 
mum, was not made the occasion for the 
charging of abnormal prices, 


GROWING CONFIDENCE 


Proposing the toast “Irish Industries,” 
Mr. Duggan said that Irish traders used 
to be reproached that when they had money 
to invest they invested it abroad, The 
experience of the last few years had proved 
that sufficient native money was always forth- 
coming to provide necessary capita! for Irish 
industries. In the past, too often, industries 
had been started without adequate planning, 
and without regard to the profitable market- 
ing of the finished product. The failure 
of many of these industries had been one 
of the main reasons for the doubts and 
hesitution on the part of the investing public. 
These doubts and hesitations now were of 
the past. He hoped that they would never 
ose sight of the cardinal principle that they 
were out to give a square Mad to the public, 

Dealing with the question of tariffs, he said 
that no body of traders had had a greater 
and more painful experience of multiplicity 
of tarifis than their drapers. A certain measure 
of protection was desirable for newly-started, 
struggling industries, but that protection 
should not create monopolies. 

““Jn the last analysis,’’ he said, “we are 
all dependent on the agricultural industry— 
on the farmers and the farm workers. I 
think I can say we all join fervently in the 
hope that the cloud of depression which at 
present hangs over the agricultural industry 
will soon be lifted, and that our farmers will 
enter on a new era of prosperity.”’ 

Mr. M. W.: O'Reilly (Vice-President, 
Federation of Saorstat Industries), respond- 
ing, said that good-will should exist not 
merely among politicians, but among indus- 
trialists and in commerce, Much criticism had 
been levelled at the manufacturers of the 
country, but the members of the drapery trade 
should remember that heretofore they had the 
whole world to choose from in the matter of 
commodities 

Mr. D. Kellett proposed the toast ‘‘ Our 
Guests.’’ ; ; 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin, responding, said 
that a large amount of money was going to 
purchase costly machinery which was depriv- 
ing workmen of employment. He foresaw a 
time when they would be faced with serious 
problems, following close competition. among 
manufacturers. They should remember that 
40,000 people who formerly had emigrated had 
to he provided for.

CARRICK-ON-SHANNON, Tuesday. 
N examination of the hospital books took 
A place in the County Council Chamber 
here to-day, when Dr. J. C. MacCor- 
mack, Medical Inspector, Local Government 
Department, resumed the sworn inquiry into 
the management and general administration 
of Carrick-on-Shannon Fever Hospital. 

Mr. L. Keaveney, Assistant Secretary, 
Leitrim Co. Council, was in attendance. Mr. 
Cathal Flynn, County Solicitor, held a watch- 
ing brief for the County Board of Health. 
Mr. James 9%’Doherty, solicitor, Sligo, ap- 
peared for Nurse McWeeny. Mr. George 
Lynch, solicitor, appeared for Nurse Vaugh 
and Dr. McDermoit. 


WARDSMAID’S EVIDENCE 


Katie Rourke, for twelve months a wards- 
maid at the hospital, said that on the Sunday 
after Bennie Gorman was admitted Nurse 
Vaugh was in the kitchen and told the wit- 
ness that he was to get nothing but a biscuit 
or an orange, that he was ón a milk diet. 
She brought the tea tray up, and as she got to 
the hall there was a knock at the door, She 
left the tray on one of the lockers in the 
ward. She saw Mrs. Gorman, who asked 
how Bennie was. The witness replied that 
he was much the same. When asked if she 
wanted to see Nurse Vaugh, Mrs. Gorman 
said “- Don’t mind.” Mrs. Gorman then gave 
the witness a twopenny nacket of biscuits, 
and the witness gave them to Ben. She 
then served the tea to those who were to 
get it. Young Corrigan did not handle the 
tray that day. i 

In reply to Dr. MacCormack, the witness 
gaid that, she could not give the names of all 
the children in the ward on 17th November. 

Dr. MacCormack—And yet you remember 
what happened between 4 and 4.350, 

The witness, continuing, said that she 
brought in four teas. There were six boys 
in the ward. Two of the boys got no tea, 

Dr. MacCormack—It is peculiar that you 
can remember details and cannot tell why 
you remember Mrs. Gorman knocking. She 
says she did not knock. 

The witness said that she was about five 
minutes away answering the knock, The tray. 
was in the same position when she went back 
to the ward and none of the tea of bread 
had been touched. 

Dr. MacCormack—Well, there is a limit to 
mv credulity. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O’Doherty, witness 
said she had a clear recollection of every 
event since she went to the hospital. There 
was no book for recording when people 
called, but she would remember. She had to 
do cooking and wardsmaid work. On the 
days that the teas were mentioned witness 
counted the slices of bread in the. kitchen 
and after she went back tc the ward. 

Dr, MacCormauck—I am not taking down 
all of this, as I have made up my own mind 
about this witness. 

[In further cross-examination the witness 
said that she brought a cup of tea up to 
Nurse Vaugh when she was in bed, about 8.15 
o'clock, Witness did this about three times, 
while she said that she did not know any- 
thing about the posting of the poison labels 
on Nurse McWeeny’s door, 

Dr. MacCormack—You said you did not 
know about posting the labels. You should 
be more careful in your choice of words. 

The witness added that she saw the labels, 
but did not know who posted them. 

Dr. MacCormack—I do not think we wil 
go any further with this witness, | 

Nurse Vaugh, charge nurse, recalled, in 
reply to Dr. MacCormack, said that her 
dinner hour varied from 2 to 5 p.m., but 
she generally dined’ about 3 o'clock, She 
usually got her own dinner ready. 


MEDICAL OFFICER'S 
EVIDENCE 


Dr. P. McDermott, Medical Officer’ in 
charge of the Fever and District Hospitals 
in Carrick, said that no complaints had heen 
made to him about any of the staff beans 
the patients. Nurse Vaugh had _ reportec 
young Kiernan as giving trouble and beating 
other patients. The witness was not aware 
that Nurse Vaugh and Nurse McWeeny 
were not on speaking terms since last July, 

Dr. MacCormack—Now that you are 
aware of it, does it strike you that it tends 
to increase the efficiency of your administra- 
tion ? 

Witness—I think it tends to impair 
seriously the efficiency of the administration. 
I do not suggest that the patients would 
suffer in any way, 

Continuing, the witness said that he knew 
that Nurse áis had stayed with Nurse 
Vaugh while doing duty, but he did not 
know she was a frequent visitor, This was 
not a practice which he regarded with favour. 
He had no previous knowledge of the matters 
complained of. He thought that a wardsmaid 
in the infectious wafd should not act as cook 
to the hospital. He had reported that one 
maid was not sufficient for the hospital, but 
did not mention about the danger of in- 
fection, | 


DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS 


The witness said that he had never dele- 
gated the duty of discharging a fever patient 
to a nurse. He did that himself. He would 
have noticed Kiernan’s head if it was in the 
condition described by the boy’s father. It 
was part of the nurse’s work to look after 
children’s hair, and he would have noticed 
some irritation if Kiernan’s head . was 
verminous. 

In cross-examination by Mr, O'Doherty, 
witness said it would be disgraceful if a nurse 
allowed a child to leave with its head 
verminous.- He had no reason to doubt Guard 
Kiernan’s evidence. He had never had any 
complaint against Nurse McWeeney. He 
would not contradict Nurse McWeeney if she 
said that during the typhoid epidemic he had 
taken her from a private case and put her 
in charge of four nurses on night duty. In 
1954 Nurse McWeeney acted as temporary 
charge nurse from January to September, and 
he heard no complaint against her. 

Mr. L. Keayeny, Acting Secretary, Leitrim 
County Council, produced a statement show- 
ing the number of admtssions each month to 
the fever hospital during. the past three years. 
This was prepared by himself. 

The witness stated that Nurse Vaugh took 
charge of the ordering of the stores and kept 
books in the fever hospital since November, 
1955. This had been done previously by the 
matron of the general hospital. In March, 
1955, the witness’s child was in the fever 
hospital, and he was quite satisfied with the 
treatment she vecaival: Nurse McWeeney 
was then in charge, ; 

This concluded the inquiry, The result will 
be announced later.

ways Co. on and from next Monday, 
March 2nd. All children up to fifteen yeais 
of age will be carried at hali-fares, Details of 
the revised fares have not yet been published, 
but will be made known within the next few 
days. 

Other activities to:the benefit of the public 
have been entered on by the company. 

A big ‘bus-building programme to replace 
many old omnibuses in service has been de- 
cided on. The company is also now surveying 
omnibus routes with a view to the establish 
ment of fixed stopping places. The putting in 
service of the double-aecker type of “bus is 
under consideration and the question of the 
introduction of trolley ‘buses on tram routes 
is being examined. 

The Dublin United Tramways Co. in a 
communication yesterday conveyed informa- 
tion as to these various reforms and projects. 
Mr. A. P. Reynolds, general manager of the 
company, states that ‘‘ whilst the general re- 
ductions in the fares may not conform with 
those obtaining prior to the recent increases, 
they would definitely remove anomalies which 
cause inconvenience to many of the travelling 
public in regard to stopping stages, etc. 

“ Owing to the prolonged strike in 1935 and 
the consequent reduction in the revenue of 
the company, it was found necessary to in- 
crease fares. Now, however, it is felt that 
another experiment might be tried, with a 
view of finding if the travelling public will 
take advantage of the facilities they will re- 
ceive by the decreased fares.”’ : 

On the policy of the company, Mr. Reynolds 
said :—‘‘ We desire to: give the public cheap 
travelling facilities, and, if the present pro- 
posed reductions are supported, we will con- 
tinue examining the position with a view to 
further reduced fares, The whole question 
of: the issue of weekly and season tickets is 
being considered by the company.”’

2d.; transfer from Govern- 
ment lump sum.account, £402; Government 
of Northern Ireland grant-in-aid, £2,500; ne: 
debit balance, £537 8s, 8d. The debit balance 
from last account is shown at £13,988 13s 
lld., making &a total net debit of £14,526 
2s. 7d. 


After payment for amount due for running 
powers, interest on A and B Debenture stocks 
at 1 per cent., and other fixed charges, there 
remains, the report stated, a debit balance of 
£17,476 2s. 7d., which the Board recom- 
mended to be carried forward to next vear. 
A large majority of the A and B Debenture 
holders had agreed to extend the concession 
to accept the reduced rate of interest of 1 
per cent. per annum to 3lst December, 1937 

Captain George Hewson, Chairman, in pro- 
posing the adoption of the report, said that 
during the year the Board had suffered a 
great loss by the deaths of Mr. H. Campbell 


Perry, the Deputy Chairman, and Lord de | 


Freyne. Three vacancies on the directorate 
had been filled by the co-option of Mr. A. P. 
Jackson, Mr. H. Gatty, nominated by an 
influential group of shareholders, and the 
Hon, Wm. French, Croghan House, Boyle. 

The increase in expenditure. continued the 
Chairman, 1s virtually all due to the re- 
laying of three miles of the line last year, 
and the loss on road transport included a 
reasonable sum set aside for depreciation. 
The special item of £2,500, Government of 
Northern Ireland grant-in-aid, required to be 
explained. When the ‘“‘moratorium’’ granted 
by the “A” and “Bb ”' Debenture stockholders 
expired on the 31st December, 1934, and they 
reverted to the position of being entitled to 
34 per cent. and 4 per cent, interest, it was 
very evident that the company could not 
carry on, and. being a Northern company, 
the directors decided that the Government ol 
the Six Counties should be informed that 
the line must close unless some temporary 
assistance was forthcoming. The Northern 
Ireland Ministry .of Commerce agreed to 
make a grant for three years, conditional, 
among other things, on the “A” and “B 
Debenture stockholders extending their 
“ moratorium ” for a similar period. Over 90 
per cent, of the holders agreed to accept one 
per cent. interest to 31st December, 1937. 

The receipts on the year’s working were 
nearly all up. Merchandise was up £621, 
and it was good to note that passenger train 
receipts were also up by £600, while the live 
stock carried showed an increase of £2,654. 

Without being optimistic the improvement 
in receipts led them to hope that they were 
turning the corner, but there was much 
leeway to be made up.

Shannon and Co), and Mr. O’hUaidhaigh 
appeared for Mr. Patrick O'Farrell, 

Giving evidence, Mr. Patrick Cunniam, 
Clerk of. the Rathdown Board of Assistance, 
stated that on January 24th Mr. J. Owens 
and Mr, O’Farrell’s wife called .to his office, 
and told him that Mr O'Farrell had dis- 
appeared, and was not available for the 
distribution of relief that day at Blackrock. 
The witness went to the Ulster Bank, Black- 
rock, the manager of which issued £220 to 
meet the demands, and the witness handed 
the money to Mr. Owens and Mr. John 
O'Farrell, brother of Mr. Patrick O'Farrell, 
who distributed the relief in Blackrock and 
Stillorgan, Following an interview wit’ the 
chairman of the Board he wrote suspending 
Mr. Patrick O’Farell pending a special meet- 
ing on January 29th. 


MEDICAL CERTIFICATES 


At, that meeting on a division the In- 
‘spector was suspended, an amendment that 
he be granted leave of absence in view of 
the certificate of two doctors being de- 
feated. These certificates, signed by Dr.

Germany. Whether she will take any 
action at all is still doubtful, but the 
Germans have not been slow, during the 
last year or two, to seize advantage of any 
international situation which may suit 
their ambitions, and they hardly are likely 
to ignore the present opportunity. Their 
doctrine is that the conclusion of the 
Franco-Soviet Pact can be regarded only 
as a breach of the Treaty of Locarno. In 
this interpretation, as it seems, Germany 
is joined by Italy; who is only too anxious 
to find occasions to charge other countries 
with breaches of undertaking; but the 
rest of Europe sides against her. Some 
time ago the British Government sub- 
mitted its opinion that the pact could not 
be construed by any means as a breach of 
Locarno, and, in the course of yesterday’s 
debate, M. Flandin, the French Foreign 
Minister, offered to submit the question 
to the Court of International Justice.. By 
what reasoning the Germans condemn the 
pact it is not easy to understand. They 
have every reason, indeed, to fear and hate 
it, inasmuch as it helps to complete the 
process of encirclement which has been a 
principal feature of France’s policy since 
the War, but the charge of incompatibility 
appears to have no legal or other basis. 
France even has been accused of a desire 
to destroy the Treaty of Locarno by these 
subtle means. If so, she would be acting 
in direct defiance of all her policy for 
many years past ; for there is no guarantee 
of her security to which France ascribes 
so much importance as to the Locarno 
If she should be called upon to 
choose between it and the Covenant of the 


Treaty.

Italy’s denunciation will not make any 
great difference; there is nothing very 
serious which she can do as a token of 
discontent, and she is withdrawn already 
in fact, if not in name, from the concert of 
European nations. The real danger lies 
in the possibility of drastic action by Ger- 
many. Even if, as the reports imply, 
Chancellor Hitler’s Government may over- 
look the whole matter, the ordinary men 
and women of Germany are alarmed by the 
Franco-Soviet Pact, and regard it as 
justification for almost anything that their 
Government may care to do. They hold, 
for example, that it will relieve them of 
the obligation to observe those clauses of 
the Locarno Treaty which deal with the 


demilitarisation of the Rhineland, and that 


German soldiers will have every right to 
occupy the Rhineland at any moment. In 
the French view, Germany’s attitude to 
the pact has been dictated entirely by that 
ambition. When M. Laval signed the pact 
last May, the German Government raised 
no great outcry ; but within the past few 
months its opposition has become increas- 
ingly manifest. It is a sinister fact, 
indeed, that Dr. Goebbels’s department of 
propaganda has been directing the atten- 
tion of the people of Germany—and of the 
peoples of other countries—to the 
“Germanic ” character of Alsace-Lorraine. 
France, perhaps, has reason to fear that 
Germany s first action, after the pact has 
been signed, will be to remilitarise the 
Rhineland—and her second to tamper with 
Alsace-Lorraine. | 

There remains, of course, the possi- 
bility—it cannot be called a probability— 
that the French Chamber will refuse to 
ratify the pact. Opposition to it in the 
Chamber is strong. Many Frenchmen 
take the German and Italian view that it 
constitutes a breach of the Treaty of 
Locarno, or, at the best, contravenes the 


spirit of Locarno. Others dislike it 
because they dislike Soviet Russia, and 
prefer to have no dealings with her.

Frenchmen, will rise’ 


who bet. Most forms of sport have 
tended, sooner or latef, to pass from the 
first stage to the second. Lawn tennis. 
cricket and Rugby football no longer are 
confined to the participants—they have 
become also a recognised form of public 
amusement, a spectacle for which an 
admission-price can be charged. An 
example of the final stage is given by 


‘horse-racing, which, although it draws 


thousands of people. to the meetings, finds 
its greatest support among people who 
have no knowledge of horses whatever, and 
confine their activities to betting on the 
results. Association football in Great 
Britain has developed this characteristic 
in a marked degree, and the Football 
League is determined to stop the tendency, 
if possible It is many years now since 
football became the most popular form 
‘of spectacle in England. On every 
Saturday during the winter months the 
total number of spectators at the. various 
fixtures reaches hundreds of thousands, 
and the League and Cup matches are 
followed with the keenest attention in all 
parts of the country. It was not un- 
natural that the interest should begin to 
show itself in another form. A system of 
football pools was set up, by which the 
enthusiasts chose their selection of 
winners from the fixture list, and secured 
a handsome return if their choice proved 
to be correct. The entrance fees are small, 
and football pools have proved so attrac- 
tive that the total revenue of the syndicates 
which promote them is said te be about 
£20,000,000 a year. The Football League, 
however, has declared war upon them, 
holding that so much money is involved 
in betting that the game is in some danger 
of being corrupted. Though illegal in 
this country, the football pools are under 
no prohibition in England, and the 
League has decided to take action on its 
own behalf. Accordingly, it is trying to 
circumvent the pools by changing all the 
existing fixtures, and by keeping the new 
ones secret until two days before the 
matches take place. Next Saturday will 
show whether the result of this remarkable 
step will be as confusing as it promises 
to be. The railway companies are not 
enthusiastic, for the new system will add 
greatly to their difficulties in arranging 
excursions, and several of the clubs already 
have begun to complain that secrecy about 
the fixtures is almost bound to affect their 
takings. The syndicates themselves are 
rather nonplussed at the moment, but 
probably will be able to find their way out 
of the difficulty’ before long, and on the 
whole it seems likely that if betting on 
football is to be stopped it will have to 
be stopped in some other way. 


Gretna Green 


Gretna Green occupies a place in the 
romantic dreams of most young men and 
women. In the unquestioning generosity 
of its blacksmith they perceive a refuge 
from all the unreasonable objections and 
the lack of understanding that move 
parents so often to complicate the course 
of true love. Marriage at Gretna Green 
seems to be a happy omen for the life to 
come. The happy pair have defied the 
world, and henceforward they will be 
sufficient unto themselves. In practice, 
however, these unorthodox marriages do 
not sustain always the beautiful glow of 
romance that distinguished their opening 
moments, since their very irregularity 
soon may become a subject for mutual 
reproach. The Church of Scotland is alive 
to the drawbacks that are attendant upon 
these runaway marriages, and it has pre- 
sented a memorandum on the question to 
the Government Committee of Inquiry 
into the marriage law of Scotland, which 
now is sitting in Edinburgh. The 
memorandum is worded thus: “ The 
Church of Scotland has ample reason to 
believe that the system: of irregular 
marriages, as at present ‘existing, is 
fraught with many great evils, and ought 
to be so modified and governed as -to be 
no longer a reproach to the nation.” 
The Church makes reference to Lord 
Brougham’s Act, which was directed 
against “ the scandal of the so-called 
Gretna Green marriages.’’ In the word. 
ing of his complaint Lord Brougham 
drew attention to the fact that the original 
priest was not a smith at all, but merely 
'“a dissolute tobacconist’’; and in certain 
Divoree Court proceedings in London in 
1926 the romantic aura that is supposed 
to surround the ceremony further was dis- 
pelled. The lovers are taken into ‘‘ a sort 
of shed ’’ and the blacksmith says to the 
woman, ' Will you take this man to be 
your lawful husband?” A suitably varied 
question is put to the man, and then the 
blacksmith says: ‘‘ You are married.’’

There is widespread opposition to the 
somewhat drastic schemes proposed by 
“- advanced ’’ thinkers for the reform of 
education in the schools of Great Britain. 
The conservative objectors feel that it is 
a dangerous and unnecessary experiment 
to tinker with the instruction of the 
young; for has not the existing system 
done good service for many many years? 
They look with mistrust upon such notions 
as teaching by wireless, although this 
method has proved successful; it worries 
them to hear of special courses in 
engineering or book-keeping; and they are 
able to find little amiss with the ordinary, 
machine-turned product of the established 
educational course. There are, however, a 
large number of parents who would like to 
see their sons and daughters equipped 
with a learning that would enable them 
to earn a living without further instruction 


“in the ways of commerce; and it will be 


upon the initiative of this class of parent 
that changes, if any, will be made. In the 
past a child’s education was looked on 
solely as the concern of the educational] 
authorities, Only the “ ¢ranks ” dared to 
interfere with the work of these authori- 
ties; but now, when paying jobs are less 
easy to obtain, the majority of parents 
exercise a continual supervision over their 
children’s progress, They wish to be sure 
that their children are receiving instruc- 
tion that will fit them as completely as

LONDON newspaper to-day published

Thi 
only way that such an awkward situation 
can be adjusted is by both parties getting 
together to remove the difficulty, and, as 
Mr. de Valera professes a friendly feeling 
to the people of Great Britain, such a 
course may not be found impossible. At 
the same time it is as well to remember 


that the people of Great Britain are 


becoming completely indifferent to any- 
thing in connection with the Irish Free 
State. This afternoon in the House of 
Commons Mr. Malcolm Macdonald sai‘ 
that he could assure the House that the 
Government would not. fail to take 
advantage of any opportunity of improving 
relations between Great Britain and the 
Irish Free State. 


** Encirclement ”” 


In the circumstances governing Europe 
to-day it is not surprising that the speech 
made by Mr. Anthony Eden in the House 
of Commons last night was read with 
intense interest in France and Germany. 
It appears that in the latter country the 
Germans were not at all impressed, 
comment being directed to Mr. Eden’s 
statement that, while the British Govern- 
ment would play its full part in assisting 
collective security, it would have neither 
part nor lot in encirclement. On this 
point. the spokesman of the German 


Foreign Office says that in theory it might 


be true that collective security is not the 
same as encirclement, but in practice 
collective security is often used for very 
egotistical purposes and goals which are 
contrary to the interests of other nations. 
In France, Mr. Eden’s firmness regarding 
the cominuity of a sanctions policy made 
a great impression. Le Matin remarks 
that the British public has been pro- 
foundly deceived on the subject of 
sanctions, having been led to believe that 
their effect would be far different than is 
actually the case. ‘‘ The speech,’’ it adds, 
‘‘ shows a sense of reality for which one 
had given up hope after Mr. - Eden’s 
extreme policy at Geneva.”’ 


Air Raid Exercises 


The Air Ministry and the War Office are 
preparing plans on a big scale for the 


| inclusion of civil aircraft in air raid 


exercises. Contracts for 6,000 hours’ flying 
have been placed with a number of civil 
air lines, special charter companies, and 
other civil flying firms. These firms must 
complete their allotted share of this flying 
time during the present year, and various 
types of air liners and smaller machines 
are being pressed into service for this 
duty. On occasions the machines will be 
used to carry officers of the R.A.F. or 
Army, in addition to civilian pilots and 
crews. So much flying is reqeired in the 
near future that many firms will have an 
opportunity of sharing in the contracts, as 
each can carry out only a limited ainount 
of the flying to fit in with normal] work 


Supplementary Estimates 


Supplementary estimates to meet the 
extra costs of this financial year are follow- 
ing in rapid succession. Another was 
issued to-day, making six during the last 
few days. The total in to-day’s estimate is 
£219,630, which includes £88,180 for 
miscellaneous expenses of the Treasury 
and £101,500 for the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Fisheries. With regard to te 
sum required for miscellaneous expenses 
it is explained that the Treasury, under 
the Trade Facilities Acts, guaranteed loans 
totalling £1,540,000, and the Ministry oí 
Finance of Northern Ireland, under its 
legislative powers, guaranteed loans 


totalling £1,530,000 to the Oceanic Steam. 


Navigation Company. Payments had been 
necessary under these guarantees for some 
time, as the company had not been in a 
position to fulfil its obligations on these 
loans, or on its First Mortgage Debentures. 
The trustees of the Debenture holders 
recently decided to realise the security for 
the Debentures. In order to avoid the out- 
right sale of these assets and to safeguard 
their interests, the Treasury and the 
Ministry of Finance arranged to advance 
to the trustees in equa] proportions the 
sum required to pay off the Debentures. 
and the sum of £81,804 13s. 8d., or one- 
half of the amount required, was paid to 
the trustees from the Civil Contingencies 
Fund on January 14, 1936.

AMALGAMATION OF HOSPITALS 


From the peint of view of the general 
public, as from that of the medical pro- 
fession, the most interesting, as well as 
the most urgent recommendation contained 

the report, is that which 
the proposed amalgamation of the teaching 
hospitals in Dublin. It is admitted gener- 
ally that there are too many of these 
institutions, although many prominent 
men in the medical profession take the 
view that small hospitals make for more 
individual. teaching, and that, therefore, 
they are preferable to huge institutions in 
which the needs of the individual student 
tend to be neglected. 

The Hospitals’{ Commission, howeyer, 
recommends very-@efinitely that the major 
teaching hospitals in Dublin shall be 
limited to four—two on the North and 
two on the South side‘of the River Liffey. 
At one time there was a proposal that the 
Mater Misericordiz Hospital should 
absorb the Richmond; but that plan fell 
through, and the two institutions on the 
North side, if the Commission’s report is 
accepted by the Government, will be the 
Mater and the Richmond, each of which 
will be extended to comprise five hundred 
beds. ! 

On the South side of the river the two 
approved hospitals will be Saint Vincent s 
and Sir Patrick Dune. The latter will be 
an amalgamation of the present Sir 
Patrick Dun’s (which is the official 
hospital of the Dublin University Medical 
School), the Royal City of Dublin, known

NORTH DUBLIN UNION 


In order to make this scheme effective. 
I understand, it is proposed virtually to 
abolish the North Dublin Union Hospital, 
which receives pauper patients, and has 
some hundreds of beds. If agreement on 
this point can be reached, the curable or

anything but enamoured of this idea, on

HOSPITAL SOCIAL SERVICE 


Another recommendation of the Commis- 
sion is likely to relate to hospital social 
services. With the exception of the 
Adelaide Hospital—which has nothing to 
do with the sweepstakes—there is no 
social service in any of the Dublin hos- 
pitals, and this lack is felt to be a very 
serious matter. Every hospital in Great 
Britain and the United States has its 
trained workers—generally known as 
almoners—whose duty it is to visit the 
people in their homes, to study the causes 
of disease, to look after patients before 
and after their hospital treatment—what 
the Germans call Vorsorge and Nachsorge, 
and generally to do all in their power for 
the sick and needy in their own homes. 
The almoner’s gee Í has become a highly 
skilled profession. omen. are trained for 
four years in the United States; and it is 
hoped that, as a result of the Hospital 
Comthission’s recommendations, the excel- 
lent example of the Adelaide, which has 
achieved remarkable results, will be 
followed by all the hospitals in Dublin. 


FEVER TREATMENT 


In regard to fever treatment, the Cork 
Street Hospital will be removed to a site 
outside the city of Dublin, while its exist- 
ing site probably will be used to accom- 
modate the Coombe Maternity Hospital, 
which will be rebuilt. 

The final authority in all these matters 
is the Department of Local Government 
and Public Health, under whose auspices 
the Commission was set up more than two 
years ago. Some £4,000,000 has been 
accumulated from the proceeds of the 
sweepstakes, and as the duration of these 
sweepstakes cannot be foretold with any 
degree of accuracy the Department very 
wisely has adopted a policy of caution. 
All the annual deficits of all the hospitals 
must be met out of these funds, and before 
there can be any question of launching out 
on grandiose schemes of hospital develop- 
ment the Department wishes to be in a 
position to guarantee these deficits more 
or less in perpetuity. It will take a long 
time, therefore —possibly ten years—before 
the proposalt embodied in the Commis. 
sion’s report can be realised completely. 


ENDOWMENT OF 
RESEARCH 


In regard to the plan to endow medical 
research in the Free State, I understand 
that a rather piquant situation has arisen. 
The medical men who are responsible for 
the scheme which the Government has 
undertaken to finance to the extent of 
£10,000 for the first year, and probably 
an equal amount annually, have been 
forced to form a small company to 
administer it. They had hoped to obtain 
a Royal Charter ; but when it was learned 
that such a charter must be signed by the 
King no more was heard of that plan. 
Then it was found that the promotion of 
a private bill in the Free State Oireachtas 
might take as long as two years, so as a 
last expedient a company was formed. The 
question now is: who will run the scheme 
of medical research? The Government is 
believed to be anxious to put it in charge 
of laymen; but in that event the medical 
men will have nothing whatever to do with 


it.

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SCHOOLS MISS 
BROADCASTS 
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TEACHERS BORROW 
FROM HOME 


AA 
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ELL-KNOWN Irish professors of 
geography, natural history and 
science will be invited to give instructive 
lectures and talks over the radio to Irish 
school children if the present attempt to 
provide broadcasts for children im the 
school meets with the success that is hoped 
for it. 

A few days ago the No. 1 Army Band 
broadcast a selection of Irish music. This 
was the first of a series which has been 
arranged to stimulate a love for music in 
the children. Other programmes have been 
arranged, and if these prove successful 
they will: be continued, and may develop 
into a recognised feature of the Athlone 
programmes, Besides music lectures on 
practically every other subject will be 
undertaken. 

The difficulty experienced at the 
moment, an Irish Times reporter was in- 
formed, was that very few schools, espe- 
cially in the rural parts of the country, 
possess a wireless set. Since the broad- 
casting authorities decided on this innova- 
tion, teachers, in order to let their pupils 
have the benefit of the programme, have 
installed their own: wireless sets in the 
schools. This was done with considerable 
difficulty, as aerials and wiring had to be 
provided, while there was the danger that 
the sets might be affected by changing 
them from one place to another. 


IMPRACTICABLE 


In most cases the teachers found it im- 
practicable to take advantage of the pro- 
gramme. They recognise the possibilities 
of the wireless. as a medium of instruction, 
but unless local radio dealers or firms 
place sets at their disposal the action of 
the broadcasting authorities will not have 
very productive results. 

Dr. T. J. O'Connell, Secretary of the 
National Teachers’ Organisation, when 
interviewed on the subject, said that if the 
idea were developed properly it would be 
of ' immense use, but there was no 
machinery available for carrying it out 
as they would wish. ‘‘It would be an 
excellent thing to have programmes for 
the benefit of the children, but, when one 
considers that hardly one rural school in 
the Irish Free State possesses a wireless 
set, it is difficult to imagine how the 
children are to receive any benefit.’’ 

When asked if the Government might 
be approached to consider the question as 
to whether they would provide a fund for 
the installation of wireless sets, Dr. 
O’Connell said that the question of supply- 
ing school books would have prior claim, 
and the Government had refused definitely 
to do that. .

ITALO-GERMAN TALKS. 


From Rome, on the other hand, it is 
reported that the conversations between 
the German Ambassador and Signor 
Mussolini have dealt exclusively with the 
subject of the Franco-Soviet Pact. 

‘“If the pact should be ratified, it is 
believed in the Italian capital (says 
Reuter’s Correspondent), that a ‘‘ certain 
revision ” of the Italian and German atti- 
tude would be necessary. This could mean 
nothing else than denunciation of the 
Locarno Treaty, he adds. 

A clear threat that, if sanctions con- 
tinue, Italy will consider her obligations 
under the Locarno and other treaties null 
and void is made in a Rome evening paper 
edited by an authoritative member of the 
Senate, 

Any quarters which seriously credit the 
suggestion that something in the nature 
of a resurrection of the pre-war Triple 
Alliance ‘is brewing will doubtless read 
with interest an unconfirmed report from 
Rome that Dr. von Schuschnigg, the 
Austrian Chancellor, and General 
Goemboes, the Hungarian Prime Minister, 
are shortly to visit Italy. 

The Franco-Soviet Pact is 
criticised in Polish circles, but it does not 
seem that Poland is going to look in any 
direction for a new ally, says a Reuter 
Warsaw despatch. 


FRANCE AND GERMANY 
From RevutTer’s CorRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 


When the debate on the Franco-Soviet 
Pact was resumed in the Chamber to-day, 
M. Flandin, the Foreign Minister, reply- 
ing to criticism on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, declared that the Pact was the out- 
come of “ absolute continuity of policy.” 

‘France has never ceased to desire to 
associate Germany in an undertaking 
specially safeguarding peace,’’ he said. 

“All succéssive French Governments 
have been faithful to this conception, and 
they have taken care to keep Germany’s 
place open.” | 

The Pact, M. Flandin declared, was not 
a military alliance. It was perfectly 
natural that the French and Russian 
Governments should discuss the condi- 
tions in which mutual assistance should 
operate, but the Pact contained no obli- 
gation such as might be found in a treaty 
of alliance. . 

M. Flandin went on:—‘‘ The Pact is 
not contrary to the spirit of Locarno.”’ 
(Cheers. ) 

‘‘In the preamble in Article Fifteen in 
the protocol everywhere you find con- 
firmation of Locarno, and affirmation that 
no aggression will be made against 
Germany. The Pact only envisages re- 
sistance to an aggressor.’’ 


TOWARDS PEACE 


Later the Foreign Minister said :— 
“ The Prime Minister in the ministerial 
declaration spoke of seeking collaboration 
with Germany. . It is desirable that the 
great nation to which civilisation owes so 
much should resume its place in the 
world, and be treated on a footing of 


equality by the other nations. Peace is 
one and indivisible.’’ 
M.  Flandin addted:—‘‘ The Franco- 


Soviet pact 1s a new stage on the road 
to peace.” 

He concluded :—‘‘The Franco-Soviet 
pact leaves France’s sovereignty intact 
in home and foreign policy. It is 
directed against nobody; it alienates no 
French right.’’ :

Reuter’s Correspondent got into contact 
by telephone with Tokio, but atter a few 
words had been exchanged the connection 
was broken off. 

A Peking message received at 3.30 


o’clock this morning states that one of 
those assassinated in Tokio is Mr. 


Takahashi, Minister for Finance. 

The reported coup follows immediately 
on the Japanese elections, the feature of 
which was the revelation of an increasing 
wave’ of Liberalism antagonistic to 
Fascism, and the. reactionary conservism 
of the army. 

Friction between the political and 
military parties has been an outstanding 
characteristic of Japanese politics for 
some time past. Last December a dispute 
theoretically about the divine right of the 
Kmperor, but actually about the right of 
the fighting services to be independent of 
the Cabinet, led to the resignation of 
Baron Ikki, President of the Privy Council. 
Baron Ikki supported the Liberal theory 
that the Emperor is a constitutional 
monarch ruling through the Government. 
This was symptomatic of the campaign to 
force the Government to ‘clarify ” the 
Constitution in such a manner as to make 
the Army and Navy always impatient of 
Ministerial control, responsible solely to 
the Emperor. This would in effect ririp 
the existing Constitution régime, and pave 
the way for a Monarchial-mil tarist dic- 
tatorship.

PASSAGES MISSING IN ENGLAND 


———— 


Owing to the importance, of everything 
which the President says in relation to 
the situation between th’ | country and 
Great Britain, we give below some of the 
more important statements which, accord- 
ing to the Irish Press, appeared in the 
Daily Telegraph, but which did “-t, in 
fact, appear. The Irish Press i quoted 
in each instance :— 

Mr. de Valera expressed his desire that. 
the British public should understand the 
Irish side of the case, and proceeded to 
explain the Free State’s position regard- 
ing the land annuities. The fundamental 
point was that they did not regard these 
moneys as being due at all. In 1920 it was 
stated by the British Government that the 
annuities were being given to the two 
Parliaments of North and South Ireland 
as a free gift. There was no retraction of 


that “ gift’ in the Treaty of 1921. 


‘“On coming into ofhce,” said Mr. de 
Valera, “ we did what any person would 
do who found that he had been paying out 
moneys which were not due—we ceased 
making the payments. Your Government 
then put on the penal tariffs. Our repre- 
sentatives met yours, but the attitude of 
your Government was that if we recognised 
a contractual obligation to pay then there 
might be some mitigation of the amount. 
We could not admit any such obligation, 
and the negotiations failed. 


THE 1930 CONFERENCE 


“Tt is not correct to state that an 
agreement was reached at the Imperial 
Conference of 1930 to submit matters in 
dispute to a Commonwealth tribunal. 
There was no such agreement. What was 
agreed to was'that if the parties agreed to 
submit a dispute to a Commonwealth 
tribunal, the tribunal should be consti- 
tuted in a certain manner—quite a 
different matter, of course. .. . 

‘One of the fundamental issues in the 
Anglo-Irish problem, insisted Mr. de 
Valera, was the unity of Ireland. 
were entitled to their independence as a 
united nation. Once that was agreed upon 
it would be easy énough to arrange for co- 
operation in a variety of ways. The people 
who accepted the Treaty were clearly 
deceived regarding the Article which pro- 
vided for the fixing of the boundary in 
accordance with the wishes of the inhabi- 
tants. No vote was ever taken. If there 
had been a vote, only in about one-third 
of the area of the six counties would there 
have been a Unionist majority. 

I asked Mr. de Valera whether he con- 
sidered that the passing of the Statute of 
Westminster. affected the position as estab- 
lished by the Treaty. He replied that 
from the British legal point of view - 
probably did, but from the Irish point 
of view the Statute only registered recogni- 
tion of what was already a fact. It 


conferred no rights which were not already. 


in existence. 

“In any case, ' he said, “it is now 
accepted and agreed that we have the 
right to frame our own Constitution to 
suit ourselves. We propose to do this, 
and to make the Constitution conform to 
the wishes of our people. 

“ That will be one of the tasks to which 
we. will devote ourselves in the near 
future.’”’ | 


UNITY OF THE COUNTRY 


“ You have no right,” emphasised Mr. 
de Valera, “to dictate to us wha! our 
form of Government should be, nor -have 
you any right to impose your will in 
regard to our relations with you. Once 
more, the relations must be acceptable to 
both parties. 

““ For a complete settlement there must 
be a clear recognition on yur side of the 
right of the Irish people to have whatever 
form of government they themselv-s de 
sire. A way must be found by which the 
unity of the country can be restored and 
the Irish people as a whole be permitted 
to decide what political relations, if any, 
should subsist between the two countries.” 

‘Tn conclusion, I asked Mr. de Valera 
whether he considered that the situation 
was now more favourable for efforts to 
reach a settlement. Mr. de Valera 
answered that a wonderful opportunity 
had been lost in 1921. Hé could not say 
whether British statesmen had grown 
wiser since or not. The Irish Government 
certainly desired to see the struggle which 
had been going on so long between the 
two countries ended for ever.” 


ANOTHER INTERVIEW 
, : 


Last evening the Government Iníorina- 
tion Bureau issued the text of an inter- 
view by the President ‘‘ with Mr. Gerard 
Herlihy, Lobby Correspondent, Reuter’s 
Newsagency.”’ This, in the main, deals 
with the points said by the Irish. Press 
to have been dealt with in the Daily 
Telegraph : interview, which the Daily 
Telegraph did not publish.

‘(In a reference to the decision of the 
South African Government to abolish 
appeals from South Africa to the Privy 
Council, Mr. de Valera said it was not.

“MR. DE VALERA AND HIS 


NEIGHBOURS ” 


The following leading article appeared 
in yesterday’s issue of the Daily 
Telegraph :— 

In an interview which we publish to- 
day Mr. de Valera expresses once more 
his good-will towards the Irish Free 
State’s British neighbours. Once more he 
would like, with certain provisos and cer- 
tain reservations, to be friends. His 


mood, to use grammatical terms, is still | 


the optative and not the indicative. He 
can conjugate the verb of amity only in 
the conditional and not in the present. 
A week ago we welcomed the lowering of 
Anglo-Irish trade barriers: we stil] wel- 
come this, and we still look forward to a 
further reduction. But Mr. de Valera 
seems determined that we shall not be- 


lieve that the psychological barriers are - 


any nearer being removed. Yet, although 
the Irish farmers who have suffered from 
the trade conflict would hardly recognise 
the fact, the war of ideas between 
Kngland and Ireland is much more disas- 
trous than the war of tariffs. The real 
crux of the dispute regarding the Irish 
land annuities has not been whether the 
sums should be paid, or even whether the 
sums were owing, but who should decide 
these, questions. Mr. de Valera was 
“ prepared to submit the dispute to the 
arbitration of an impartial tribunal,’’ but 
the selection of arbitrators from within 
the British Commonwealth of Nations 
“would carry implications which he and 
his party could not accept.” It would 
imply, in other words, that Ireland had 
a status within that Commonwealth, like 
South Africa or Canada, and not outside 
it, like Portugal or Holland. 

However general the terms in which 
Mr. de Valera lays down the right of the 
Irish people to “their independence as a 
united nation,” not even the people of 
Southern Ireland are united upon the 
sense in which they wish to be indepen- 
dent—Canadian independence or Portu- 
yuese independence. Mr. de Valera offers 
to be friends with us if we will—to speak 
plainly—make no claims upon his friend- 
ship; if we will allow him to regard us 
(in general) as strangers, but treat him 
(when he considers it desirable) as a 
brother. This peculiar relationship is 
offered to us, his nearest neighbours, 
but the British Commonwealth of Nations 
is so constituted that he would have to 
extend the same qualified courtesies to 
the Dominions also. His refusal to 
allow that arbitrators selected from their 
citizens would form a suitably impartial 
tribunal is an:odd sort of gesture of fel- 
lowship. If Mr. de Valera is sure that 
he can carry with him an independent 
and united Ireland, let him accept a 
common relationship with these fellow- 
members of the British Commonwealth, or 
else claim for every Irishman throughout 
the Empire the status of a foreigner. We 
are entirely at one with him in wishing to 
‘‘consider no proposals which a succeed- 
ing Government would have to repu- 
diate,’’ but only Mr. de Valera himself 
could draw the line beyond which his 
powers of repudiation could go no 
farther.

where he had a very restless night, with 
very severe pain most of the time. 

On the second day after the accident a 
specialist—Dr. Micks, Dublin—had a consul- 
tation with witness and other local doctors. 
and they all agreed that Dr. Ryan was suffer- 
ing from concussion, severe shock and com- 
minuted fracture of both bones of the left 
leg, as well as diabetic coma, precipitated 
by his injuries. Dr. Ryan remained coma- 
tose all that day and most of the following 
day. He became quite conscwus on the 
evening of the next day, and continued so 
for about fourteen hours, but gradually be- 


came again comatose, and remained so until 
his death. 


EFFECT OF DIABETES 


The primary cause of death was the injary 
received in the accident, and the secondary 
cause diabetic coma, precipitated by the 
injury, ; 

Witness added that the diabetic coma was 
due to severe diabetes, which must have 
existed before the accident. Witness, in fact. 
was aware that Dr. Ryan had suffered from 
this malady, though he had never treated 
nim for it. The modern treatment of diabetes 
was by injections of insulin and special 
dietary. This form of treatment had been in 
existence for ten years, and was a great 
advance on the older methods. It was, how- 
ever, ilways very difficult to gauge the 
proper amount of insulin to be given to a 
patient, especially in the case of sickness or 


injury. Witness was satisfied that, with the 
insulin treatment, Dr. Ryan, if he had 
escaped injurv, would have lived for an 


average number of years. 

The jury found that death was due to 
shock and coma, resulting from injuries re- 
ceived when the motor car accidentally struck 
the fence, and that death was accelerated by 
the diabetes already existing. They tendered 
deep sympathy to the bereaved relatives. 

The Coroner, Mr. Darcy, and Sergeant 
Quinn also expressed sympathy.

The Times observes in an editorial 
article to-day:—When Empire emigration 
is resumed it will be in circumstances 
very different from those that existed 
before 1929. No one knows yet how far 
this will show itself in a diminished 
volume of emigration, but some decisive 
changes which have come about in the 
interval are already perfectly clear. Two 
months ago it was stated that an Oversea 
Settlement Board would be appointed to 
advise on specific schemes of emigration.

O'Reilly, and T. A. Morris, the president, 
treasurer, and secretary respectively of the 
Irish Coursing Club and Board of Control 
of Greyhound Racing; and the members 
of the Standing Committee of the Irish 
Coursing Club and Board of Control of 
Greyhound Racing, with offices at Clonmeéi, 
Co. Tipperary 

The plaintiff claimed declarations that 
the defendants on the 19th February, 1955. 
in adjudicating in a matter concerning 
him did not comply with the constitution 
of the Irish Coursing Club and -code ol 
rules governing greyhound coursing and 
greyhound racing in Ireland; that the 
ruling made on that date by the de- 
fendanis “ warning off ” the plaintiff and 
disqualifying all greyhounds, his registered 
property, was illegal, improper, and 
ultra vires; that the adjudication was 
illegal ; and he asked for a mandatory in- 
junction directing the defendants to re- 
instate the plaintiff in the list of persons 
qualified to run greyhounds at events held 
under the Irish Coursing Club. 

The plaintiff's statement of claim set 
out that on the 19th February, 1935, he 
attended a meeting of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Irish Coursing Club to make 
a complaint in respect of a _ betting 
transaction, and whilst so in attendance 
was questioned in respect of two grey- 
hounds, Dash of Lightning and Jack Does 
Know. He had not at that time received 
any notice of investigation or complaint 
of any allegation of ‘misconduct, and on 
the 1st March following he received a 
letter from the defendants “ warning him 
off,’’ and disqualifying all registered grey- 
hounds his property, ‘‘ as the members of 
the committee are satisfied that. you have 
been connected with, and-an accessory to, 
the substitution of the greyheund Dash of 
Lightning for the greyhound Jack Does 
Know at the Kanturk Meeting on the Ist

His business 
had been increasing year by year until 
last February, when the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Irish Coursing Club warned 
him off from attending greyhound racing 
meetings. The Irish Coursing Club 
claimed to be the ‘supreme governing 
authority of greyhound racing throughout 
Ireland, and every bookmaker attending 
greyhound meetings was absolutely de- 
pendant wpon their good-will. 

The only issue in the case was the 
validity of the defendants’ action, and on 
that issue he submitted that the defen- 
dants had disregarded the elementary 
principles of fair play and natural justice, 
and had violated their own written rules, 
which required that due and proper notice 
should be given to an accused person. 


ALLEGED SUBSTITUTION 


Some one had alleged to the defendants 
that at the Kanturk meeting on the Ist 
February a dog had been run in the name 
of another, and that the masquerading dog 
some months before had belonged to the 
plaintiff. The Executive Committee very 
properly decided to investigate the matter, 
but when the plaintiff went to the Com- 
mittee meeting in connection with a 
complaint of his own a charge was brought 
against him. He denied all knowledge of 
the substitution of the dogs in February, 
and admitted that in the previous Novem 
ber he had bought the dog in question for 
a Mr. Power, of Waterford, to whom he 
delivered the dog the day after purchase. 
- The offence of which the plaintiff was 
convicted by the Executive Committee was, 
said Mr. Gavan Duffy, that of being an 
accessory to the substitution of the dogs.

LD age pensions of twenty-five shillin 
O per week were suggested in the 
Northern Parliament to-day by Mr. 
Thomas Henderson, the Independent Unionist 
member for the Shankill Division of Belfast. 
He moved as an amendment to the Old Age 
Pensions Act the following motion :—* That, 
in the opinion of this House, the time has 
arrived when, owing to the Ea bas 
tion unable to find employment, it will be in 
the interest of the State to amend the Old 
Age Pensions Act to enable pensions to be 
raised from 10s. to 25s. per week, with com- 
pulsory retirement at the age of 65."  . 
Mr. Henderson asked was it Christiamty 
that Civil Servants should retire with pe: 
sions of from £750 to £1,000 per year, whilst 
the workers received a pittance of 10s. per 
week. There were now more than 60,000 un- 
employed in Northern Ireland, despite the 
assertion by the Government that they would 
cure unemployment. In the poorhouses 
throughout the six counties it was costing 
from 19s. to £1 to keep each individual. 
Would it not be better if the Government 
gave them pensions of £1 5s. each per week? 


THE PROBABLE COST 


The Minister of Labour intervened, remark- 
ing that Mr. Henderson was suggesting that 
they should borrow £20,000,000 per year to 
carry ‘out this amendment to the Old Age 
Pensions Act. The total revenue of the six 
counties was £10,000,000. Therefore, the 
would be borrowing twice their revenue.

Mr. Henderson said that there were hun- 
dreds of young men of twenty-five years of 
age who had not worked since the war period.

The Committee, in their report, stated that

the Christmas season, when applications for 
aid were more numerous. Their Unemploy- 
ment Committee, consisting of Messrs. F. 
Byrne (secretary), T. Sutton and W. Webb, 
were to be congratulated on the improved 
results of their efforts over last year in plac- 
ing several members in permanent and 
temporary employment. 

The accounts for the year 1935 were then 
explained by the chairman, who expressed 
great satisfaction with the credit balance, 
and hoped for even better results at the end 
of the ensuing year.
